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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 14-16 are pending in the instant application and claims 1-13 
are cancelled. 

Priority 

2. This application is filed on 05/16/2005, which is a 371 of 
PCT/US03/35969, filed on 11/24/2003, which claims benefit of 60/429982, 
filed on 11/27/2002. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-,9, and 1 1 under 112, second paragraph 
is withdrawn due to the applicants amendment on paper dated 
09/11/2007. 

4. The rejection of the new claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement is 
maintained for reason of record. Applicants argue that the new claim 16 
overcomes the rejection is acknowledge. However, it is not seen where 
the written description and enablement is provided by the instant 
application. The examiner maintains the rejection since the treatment of 
breast and prostate cancer does not have any support in the instant 
application. There is no link between the inhibition of TGF-B Type I 
receptor kinase and real world treatment of these cancer. Therefore, the 
rejection is maintained for the reason of record. 

5. The rejection of the new claims 14-16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over 
sawyer et al., WO 2002/094,833 is maintained for reason of record. 
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Applicants argue that the claims 1-3,9, andl 1 have been cancelled to 
obviate this rejection. However, Sawyer et al. still teaches analog 
compounds, pharmaceutical composition and utility as the instant claims. 
Because one having skill in the art would be motivated to modify the 
compounds of the reference to obtain the instant compounds, i.e., 
Quinoline and Isoquinoline are positional isomer. The claims would have 
been obvious because the substitution of one known element for another 
would have yielded predictable results to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention. 

6. The rejection of the new claims 14-16 under Ovious Double 
Patenting over Beight et al., US 206/0040983, Sawyer et al., US 
2006/0079680, and Sawyer et al., US7,087,626 is maintained for reason 
of record. Applicants argue that the claims 1-3,9, andl 1 have been 
cancelled to obviate this rejection. However, Beight et al, Sawyer et al. still 
teaches analog compounds, pharmaceutical composition and utility as the 
instant claims. Because one having skill in the art would be motivated to 
modify the compounds of the reference to obtain the instant compounds, 
i.e., Quinoline and Isoquinoline are positional isomer. The claims would 
have been obvious because the substitution of one known element for 
another would have yielded predictable results to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention.
